The Atlanta branch of the 
NAACP Friday said the question 
of Negro admission to Georgia 
State College: of Business Admin- 
istration here should be ‘‘resolved 
through the democratic processes 
of the courts.” 

J. H. Calhoun, who issued the 
statement as president of the lo- 
cal chapter, said a lawsuit 
not necessarily implied. 

The statement did say, how- 
ever, that “because they were de- 
nied admission to a tax-supported 
institution of higher learning, four 
young Negro citizens are seeking 
legal advice and assistance.”’ 

The college’s rejection of the 
Negroes is “‘contrary to the law” 
because of the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s segregation decision, Cal- 
houn said. 

Calhoun also said he had heard 
rumors that Negroes seeking ad- 
mission to the college had received 
threatening telephone calls. 

Six Negroes attempted to enroll 
at Georgia State for the spring 
quarter.

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Alumni Foundation 
Comes of Age Today 


The University of Georgia Founda- 
tion has announced an annual grant of 
$30,000 to be used to supplement the 
salaries of 10 members of the faculty on 
the Athens campus. 

To be known as Foundation Profes- 
sorships, the beneficiaries will be selected 
by the president of the university, with, 
if he so wishes, a special committee of 
the foundation. These grants will be in 
addition to regular faculty salaries and 
should be a strong factor in enabling the 
school to retain its best men as well as 
attract teachers and .researchers of su- 
perior caliber. 

The foundation, which by hard work 
and diplomacy has built up a sizable en- 
dowment through alumni contributions, 
has been supplementing the incomes of a 
chosen few for a number of years. Today's 
announcement marks the expansion and 
permanent commitment of the foundation 
to this method of strengthening the uni- 
versity. It also indicates that after many 
years of work by a devoted few the foun- 
dation is able to lend more than moral 
support to the school. 

The foundation was established many 
years before the university exploded out 
of its eld pattern into the overcrowded, 
understaffed institution that low state 
appropriations and zooming student en- 
rollments have made of it. That the foun- 
dation is able to step in now when it is 
most needed is one of the most fortunate 
things in the history of higher education 
in Georgia. 

The problem at Georgia, as it is at 
Georgia Tech and other units of the 
University System, is to keep good fac- 
ulty members despite substandard sal- 
aries. Increased state income recently en- 
abled the Board of Regents to grant gen- 
eral wage increases. The foundation’s 
action will further ease the situation, at 
least in Athens. 

Georgia Tech has a similar founda- 
tion and each institution currently is 
requesting contributions to a joint fund. 
There is no surer’- way to guarantee a 
better Georgia than by building up the 
endowment funds of these two schools.

The news comes as a surprise, al- 
though Mr. Millican before has hinted at 
his retirement from the Senate. His con- 
stituents, however, have become g0 ac- 
customed to his lean face and figure and 
his outspoken and often blunt ways that 
today it is hard to imagine anyone replac- 
ing him. ‘ 

Mr. Millican was an excellent public 
servant. His integrity never could be 
questioned and his independence was a 
thing to marvel at in a body that gen- 
erally can be kept in line by the gov- 
ernor’s power over the budget.

From these figures you can see 
that 24 per cent of Atlanta’s hotel 
rooms were available and unoc- 
cupied in 1955.

New York and Chicago, leading 
hotel and convention cities with 
which we are all apt to compare 
Atlanta, have not had one single 
new hotel built in the last 29 
years. 

My own hotel, the Dinkler 
Plaza, has just finished spending 
two million dollars to add 150 
first-class hotel rooms and a large 
convention-ballroom to its exist- 
ing facilities. The other hotels 
here are constantly renovating, 
remodeling and expanding and 
they have plans for future ex- 
pansion. 

Atlanta now has two convention- 
ballrooms, one of which seats 
over 2,000 and the other close to 
that number. Even New York 
doesn’t match these hotel facil- 
ities.

A valuable clarification of the 
meaning of the much debated Fifth 
Amendment is afforded by the Su- 
preme Court’s ruling in favor of 
a New York school teacher, fired 
under a law which made invoca- 
tion of the Fifth Amendment auto- 
matic grounds for dismissal. 

It was the automatic feature— 
not the firing—that led to the de- 


“ cision. The court stated that ‘‘im- 


puting a sinister meaning”’ to the 
exercise of a constitutional right 
under the amendment must be 
condemned. In short, there is mm» 
point in having such a guarantee 
in the Bill of Rights if anyone who 
wraps himself in it is automatical- 
ly deemed guilty. 

In practice, of course, many who 
have ‘‘taken the fifth’ are guilty 
indeed. In the case of teachers, 
whose loyalty must be above sus- 
picion, it may be fully desirable 
that they be fired. But the firing 
must be on some more certain 
grounds than the suspicion en- 
gendered by appeal to the Fifth 
Amendment,

The better translation is: ‘Keep 
on asking, keep on seeking, keep 
on knocking.”’ 

Life is similar to and different 
from that of mountain climbing. 
Similar in that the climber is 
constantly struggling higher; dif- 
ferent in that in life we never reach 
the top. In life we never arrive 
because we never run out of 
heights to climb. The moment we 
give up the struggle of the climb 
we begin to fall back and die. 

Someone asked Raphael, ‘‘Which 
is your greatest painting?’ 

He said, ‘‘My next one.’’ That is 
the spirit that made him great. 

Notice the order and meaning of 
these words: ‘‘Ask”’ is first. A child 
asks its father for something. It is 
really an admission of helplessness. 
The child cannot earn it or provide 
it for himself. The man on the 
corner who is blind asks for help. 
He is merely begging, he offers 
nothing in return. And before God 
there are many times we can only 
come asking. However we are His 
children and that gives us the right 
to ask without shame. 

“‘Seek’’ is the next word. That 
means asking plus effort. The boy 
who goes asking for a job is at 
the same time offering his service. 
Many of God’s gifts come not in 


the form of pure gold but in ore 
tou be dug out of the earth. The 
gold is there only awaiting our 
effort. That is as it should be. We 
don't want to go through life as 
beggars. 

‘‘Knock.”’ Jesus told a story of a 
man who continued to knock on his 
neighbor’s door at midnight until 
the man inside got up and 
answered his request (Luke 11:1-8). 
Knocking means asking plus effort 
plus persistence. 

Read the life story af Florence 
Nightingale to see a real example 
of prayer. At the age of 17 she feit 
called of God to be a nurse and 
she aspired to it. But blocking her 
path was the opposition of a neu- 
rotic mother, the prejudice against 
careers for women and the antago- 
nism of the medical profession. 
She wouldn't give up. She kept on 
asking, seeking and knocking but it 
wasn't until she was 30 that her 
prayer was answered. 

One other thought. Jesus said, 
‘‘Ask, and it shall be given you.” 
That doesn’t mean the exact thing 
you ask will be given. The prom- 
ise is that something will be given. 
God may have something much 
better than you ask for. The faith 
to pray must include faith in God’s 
love and His plan.

The President Contradicts 


Himself on Foreign Aid 


President Eisenhower made two statements at a recent press con- 
ference that are in effect in open conflict. First, Mr. Eisenhower did 
the splendid thing of speaking up strongly for congressional enact- 
ment of his $4,900,000,000 foreign aid program. 


Doing so he displayed leadership 
which is urgently needed to get the 
aid program through Congress 
where the aid measure is opposed 
by a large number of influential 
Republicans as well as Democrats. 


Second, the President did the 
literally inexplicable thing of re- 
fusing to say even one good word 
for Sen. Wiley of Wisconsin who 
has been the chief Republican sup- 
porter of the Eisenhower foreign 
policies in Congress. 

A correspondent put the Wiley 
question to the President p oint- 
blank. Would the Chief Executive 
give help to the veteran Republi- 
can senator: who has backed the 
Eisenhower foreign policy when 
many other Republicans were 
fighting the President on foreign 
issues? 

Mr. Ejisenhower’s answer was 
that,Sen. Wiley had said he neither 
wanted nor expected White House 
help in his primary contest and 
that in any case it is not the place 
of the President to intervene. 

The Milwaukee Journal had 
quoted Sen. Wiley as saying he did 
not expect anything from the White 
House because “any Midwestern 
Independent resents being told how 
to vote." But the Wiley staff quick- 
ly made it clear that the senator 
did very much want at least some 
favorable comment from the Pres- 
ident. 

Since Mr. Eisenhower noted that 
he had read the Milwaukee Journal 
clipping only that morning, it 
Seems clear that the President 
never even asked Sen. Wiley 
whether he believed he was en. 
titled to support. Yet the senator 
was repudiated by the McCarthy- 
dominated GOP state convention in 
Wisconsin primarily because he 
has backed the Eisenhower foreign 


policy and earned the McCarthy- 
ites’ hatred. 

The real White House attitude 
toward Sen. Wiley is confused by 
the performance of Postmaster 
General Summerfield as keynoter 
at the convention which voted for 
a McCarthyite congressman, Glenn 
R. Davis, over Sen. Wiley, 1,795 to 
481. The Eisenhower Cabinet mem- 
ber who was chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee in 
1952 did not even mention Sen. 
Wiley’s name in his address. 

President Eisenhower of course 
is free to choose which Republican 
senators he will help. But he has 
set a precedent this year for sup- 
porting Sen. Wiley wholeheartedly 
in the Wisconsin primary. He set 
this precedent when he released 
Douglas McKay from the interior , 
department secretaryship to run 
against Republicans already in the 
GOP primary,race in Oregon. And 
dhe gave the McKay candidacy his 
fond blessing. 

The President, of course, could 
either write a letter or speak out 
in appreciation of Sen. Wiley’s 
strong support of Eisenhower’s for- 
eign policy without issuing a for- 
mal primary indorsement. How can 
he expect GOP members in Con- 
gress to back him on the lagging 
foreign aid program when he de- 
liberately turns a cold shoulder on 
the Republican senator who has 
done most for his foreign policy?

Fits Each Show Class

A lot of people are crazy over horses 
And a lot of people are crazy over going to horse 
shows who haven't the slightest idea about things like 
why some horses have their tails braided and some don’t. 


Or why some of the riders 
wear a hard-top derby and 
others don't, and why some 


wear evening attire in the horse 
show ring, of all places. 

Then why does a horse wear 
boots as well as shoes? And 
what's all this about man-made 
gaits? 

For the benefit of those who 


may wonder about these little 
stable stories here’s some in- 
formation which may help 
those attending today’s per- 


formances of the 13th annual 
Shrine Mounted Patrol Horse 
Show at Chastain Park. 


JUMPERS 

All the horses in the hunter 
classes—they are the jumpers— 
have their tails and manes 
braided. 

The five-gaited horses are 
those prancing beauties with 
the flowing manes and tails like 
the horses on a merry-go-round. 
Their tails don't grow that way, 
they are set And horses wear 


falsies' 
Horses are born with three 
gaits, walk, trot and canter. 


The other two, the slow gat 
and spirited rack, are man- 
made. That means that the 
horses have been taught these 
two gaits by trainers. 

In the three-gaited classes, 
the horses can have their tails 
set or roached (clipped). 
PERFECTION 

Riding habits are perfection 
in tailoring. The hard-top derby 
is worn with these habits in the 
five-gaited classes. Soft ones 
are worn in the walk and trot 
classes. 

But when the fine harness 
class enters the ring, the driv- 
ers are all dressed up in eve- 
ning clothes 

And what's all this about 
horses wearing boots and shoes, 
too? Note those coverings on 
the hooves of the five-gaited 
horses. They are called boots 
and are worn to prevent injury, 
especially while a horse is 
racking. 

Inside the ring, judges, an- 
nouncers and show officials 
huddle beneath a tent. 


And a jolly man named Dale 
Stone keeps things lively play- 
ing the organ. 

Mr. Stone is from Rome and 
is the official organist for the 
state, having been appointed 
by Gov. Griffin. He carries 
his organ in his station wagon 
and follows the show circuit all 
over the South.

group security. We feel that at 
least a part of civiliazation’s re- 
strictive design is toe rigidby 
conceived and therefore self- 
defeating. There is a growing 
conviction that, if we are toe 
avert a blind revolt against all 
social regulation, we must put 
into effect measures of reform 
that will brmg psychological re- 
lief to each of us. 


BORED ADULT 

Civilization’s stifling influence 
upon man’s natural love of hfe 
is demonstrated daily in the 
subtle transformation by which 
the spirited child becomes the 
bored adult. Fer most of our 
educational metheds and atti- 
tudes work to erush the chiid’s 
natural curiosity the moment it 
exceeds cenventionally defined 
limits. 

Consequently, sense of bore- 
dom and _ {futility overtakes 
many of us after we reach ma- 
turity, robbing life ef rts mean- 
ing and purpose. 

Modern psychiatry’s greatest 
stimulus te our hepe for social 
reform is its revelation that 
most of this waste in human po- 
tentialities is entirely unneces- 
sary. Our primitive drives, it is 
true, must always be eurbed if 
society is te endure. But the 
attempt te @e so by blind sup- 
pression is met the only alterna- 
tive at our command, This is 
merely the way ef aggression, 
which seeks—under the sanc#- 
monious guise of ‘social neces- 
sity’’—to destroy the very thing 
it claims to preserve. It is the

The way of reaction-feormetioen 
is clearly illustrated by the 
nursery training whieh teaches 
children habits of cleanhness.

Bat eivilization demands clean- 
liness and sanitation, and one 
of the mother’s first tasks is 
taerefore to develop im the child 
a desire that is directly oppesite 
to Ms natural impulse. To please 
the mother and retain her leve, 
the child heeds her admonitions 
net to soil himself. He learns to 
accept the usual standards ef 
cleanliness willingly, and in time 
develeps the reaction-formation 


The way of sublimation may 
be illustrated by tracing the 
various paths that may be 
taken by our primitive impulse 
to look. The sense of sight is 
an atttomatic function of the 
eye and ordinarily is alowed 
full freedom. But it also plays 
a large role in gratifying sex- 
val ewriosity, and here chil- 
dren are met with severe re- 
strictions. 


The ultimate path taken by 
this primitive impulse to look 
depends on the manner in which 
it is turned aside from its orig- 
inal objects. If it is met simply 
with harsh suppression and pun- 
ishment, it may become in later 
life the basis for serious dis- 
turbances of various kinds. 

If the original impulse is in- 
stead emeouraged to choose sub- 
stitute interests, then the path 
of sublimation lies open before 
us. Such is the road taken, for 
example, by thé scientist who 
penetrates by microscope and 
telescope into the mysteries of 
nature.
